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EVADE AUTO 
TAXES: MEESE 


“The present method of making tax 
collections on automobiles is ineffic« 
lerit and unsatisfactory in every part 
of the state,” said Tax Assessor George 
O. Meese, of Contra Costa county, on 
his return from the annual meeting 
of the Assessors’ Association, at Bake 
ersfield. 

Continuing, Meese said: “Assessors 
in every county declare that under 
‘the, present system the taxes om many 
cars are never collected, and in Con¢ 
Tra Costa alone we lose approxi- 
mately $5,000.” 

At present the state motor vehicle 
department sends a copy of the reg+ 
istration certificate of each machine 
to the assessors in all the counties, 
and on this record tthe assessments 
are made. ‘And under this system, 
many evade or escape payment of the 
tax. 

“A traveling man for instance, may, 
make out his application for license 
Plates and--mail it ie 2 gems 
(He then’ will leave here, in 
ten days and receive his plates here 
and then go on to some other town. - 
It is almost impossible to locate the 
owner, and the county loses the tax, ' 
said Meese.

It. is encouraging to note, however, that 
blindness i in America has decreased more than 
20 percent since glasses have become more 
common.

Statisticg prove that seven of each ten have 
engugh eyestrain to warrant the wearing of 
correcting lenses.

Tht ‘5 ov: reason 
for holding national isolation; se w''l not be 
dragged injg a combat over a thi: that is 
none, of our bysiness. As to asso ‘ition with 
other peoples we build no walls around us 
and never will. We are not isolated from eivili- 
zation. Our compatriots are in ail lands and 
our merchants seek trade with the peoples of 
the earth. We seek friendships everywhere and 
extend aid to the neejy. We will associate 
with them, visit with them, play games with 
them, entertain them waenethiey come here. 

But we will not sign any ‘great and solemn’ 
agreements with -any of them that bind us 
to fight their. battles or mix in their state 
affairs.
